Phy sicians, Doctors Wage 
Concerted Fight In

ease th a t has caused the death of 
10 babies and imperiled the lives of 
eight others during the

infants' ward of St. E lizabeth’s hos­ 
p ital. 
The 
disease, 
which 
killed 
m ost of the babies w ithin 24 hours, 
was characterized by 
violent In­ 
flam m ation of the sm all intestines 
and was diagnosed as enteritis, or 
acute epidemic diarrhea. 
New Cases Declined 
The outbreak, confined 
to 
St I 
Elizabeth's hospital, began Nov. 23 
Four babies died before the sy m p­ 
tom s were fully recognized. 
The 
hasp ital im m ediately declined new 
obstetrical cases and Isolated the 
other infants, but six succumbed 
and eight others were stricken. 
All 
of the latter were in serious condi­ 
tion. 
T he victims ranged in age from 
nine day s to 24 day s. 
Seven of 
them weret girls. 
Autopsies performed on the last 
two babies to die disclosed Ixith had 
the sam e infection. 
In one, how­ 
ever. m arked changes in the brain 
which 
ap p arently 
had 
occurred 
just before death lead bacteriolo­ 
gists to believe th at the disease is 
caused by a virus or germ. 
Dr Herm an Bundesen, p resident 
of the board of health, said there 
wa 
no known defense against the 
infection,

warning and that its rate of m or­ 
ality was about 50 p er cent.
